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REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  HELD  MARCH  10,  1981  AT  NEWFIELDS 

The  annual  town  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2.00  P.M.  "by  the  Moderator, 
Paul  Cameron,  with  the  reeuiing  of  the  town  warrant.  The  polls  were  then  open 
for  voting  for  town  and  school  district  officers;  the  business  meeting  to  be 
held  at  700  P.M.  until  9.00  P.M. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Nixon,  seconded  and  voted  that  the  meeting  stay 
open  until  all  business  was  transsicted  and  afterward  for  voting,  if  necessary. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mary  Hallinan,  seconded  atnd  voted  that  there  be  no 
voting  for  officers  during  the  business  meeting. 

Article  1  -  To  choose  all  necessary  town  and  school  district  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.   This  was  done  by  balloting. 

Article  2  -  It  was  moved  by  Selectman  Jared  Rumford,  seconded  by  Sfelectmaji 
Alfred  Conner  and  so  voted  that  we  take  up  Article  13  before  Article  2. 
Article  13  read  as  follows i  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
to  purchase  a  police  cruiser.  Police  Chief  Michael  Daley  was  allowed  to  spestk 
(he  not  being  a  resident  of  the  town)  smd  stated  that  the  cruiser  now  being 
used  belonged  to  himj  that  he  had  applied  to  the  Highway  Safety  for  a  grant 
which  had  been  received  on  a  50-50  basis.  It  is  a  one  time  only  deal  ajid  expires 
on  April  31st.  The  State  will  pay  $3*578.70  toward  the  new  cruiser.  The  Chief 
said  that  a  new  cruiser  would  be  more  economical,  should  last  five  years,  and 
get  18  to  20  miles  on  a  gallon  of  gas.  Selectman  Rumford  explained  that  with  a 
new  cruiser  the  police  budget  would  be  reduced  by  $2^00.00  -  that  three  bids  had 
been  received  on  a  new  cruiser  which  would  come  completely  equipped  excepting 
for  a  wig-wag  light.  He  also  explained  that  the  town  would  have  to  raise  the 
total  amount  after  which  half  would  be  reimbursed  by  the  state.  Mrs.  Cauneron 
asked  if  the  Selectmen  recommended  the  purchsise  and  was  told  that  they  did.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Alfred  Conner,  seconded  by  Margaret  McHugh  and  voted  that  the 
town  raise  and  appropriate  $7 » 789. 70  to  purchase  a  cruiser. 

Article  2  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 

withdrawal  from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  the  following  specific  purposes  amd 

in  amounts  indicated  as  follows i  $2800.00  each  for  the  Police  Dept.,  the  Fire 

Dept.  and  the  Town  Dump.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  that  the  article 

be  adopted  as  read.

Article  3  -  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  budget  was  read,  item  by  item,  by 
Robert  Nixon,  chairman  of  the  Board.  Several  questions  were  asked  about  various 
items  SLS  to  their  increases,  which  questions  were  answered  by  Selectmen  or 
Department  Heads.  Mr.  Cajneron  a^ked  if  Selectmen  had  any  figure  as  to  how 
increases  would  effect  the  tax  rate  if  the  budget  wais  suiopted  as  presented.  Mr. 
Nixon  said  that  an  expenditure  of  $6,844.00  would  raise  $1.00  on  the  tax  rate. 
After  deliberation  Mr.  Nixon  finally  said,  if  adopted  as  presented,  it  would 
raise  the  tax  rate  $2,00  to  $3»00  per  thoussmd.  A  motion  was  made  by  Jared 
Rumford,  seconded  by  Alfred  Conner  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  $176,016.93  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.   So  voted. 

Article  4  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  in  case  of 
disaster  to  apply  for,  contract  for,  receive  and  expend  Federal  Funds  for  dis- 
aster relief.  Moved  by  Margaret  McHugh,  seciMied  by  Mary  Hallinan  that  the 
article  be  adopted.  So  voted. 

Article  5  -   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  accept  and   expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  ajiother  enviroaental 
unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance 
with  the  procedure  set  forth  in  RSA  31»95"t)»   Moveda^ seconded  and  voted  that 
the  article  be  adopted. 

Article  6  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  a  discount  of  Z%   on  taxes  paid  in  full 
thirty  days  after  the  tax  bills  are  mailed  by  the  Collector.  Motion  made  by 
Dr.  Mixter,  seconded  and  voted  that  the  axticle  be  adopted. 

Article  7  -  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer 
to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  of  $105,000.00  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year  ajid  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on 
the  credit  of  the  town  negotiable  notes  therefore,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during 
the  current  municipal  year.   Mr.  Nixon  said  that  the  Selectmen  felt  it  better 
to  increase  the  amount  to  be  borrowed  because  it  being  a  legislative  year.  Moved 
by  Elwood  Floyd  and  seconded  that  Article  7  be  adopted  as  read.  So  voted. 

Article  8  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  prepayment  of  resident  taxes 

and  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  as  provided  by  RSA  80 :1a. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  that  we  adopt  Article  8. 
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Article  9  -  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  taJce  relative  to  the  authorization 
of  the  sale  of  real  estate  held  or  acquired  by  the  Town  on  account  of  purchase 
at  tax  sale.  Mr.  Nixon  stated  that  for  years  we  have  voted  to  keep  tax  sale  land 
aus  open  space  excepting  the  Rye  Field  which  we  are  now  negotiating.  A  motion  was 
made  "by  Mary  Hallinan,  seconded  "by  Bar"bara  Byrne  that  we  keep  the  tax  sale  land 
as  open  space.  So  voted. 

Article  10  -  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  toward  the  acceptance  of 
reports  of  town  officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Mr.  Nixon  reported  an 
error  on  i)age  15  -  county  taoc  should  have  "been  2^■t   insteaxi  of  3^0.   Mrs.  Plumer 
said  that  on  page  50  the  total  common  trust  should  have  "been  $^7 » 685. 33  instead 
of  $^6,685.33.  A  motion  was  made  "by  Margaret  Plumer,  seconded  and  voted  that  the 
reports  "be  accepted  as  printed  with  corrections  noted. 

Article  11  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  "borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 
Moved  by  Jared  Rumford,  seconded  and  voted  to  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 

Article  12  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept,  and  expend  up  to  $10,000.00  in  Municipal  Coastal  Grants  as  authorized  and 
approved  under  the  New  Hampshire  Coastal  Resource  Management  program.  Mr,  Nixon 
explained  that  this  article  had  already  been  taken  care  of  in  the  "budget.  However, 
it  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  to  adopt  the  article  as  written. 

Article  13  -  Already  acted  on. 

Article  1^  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following 
sums  for  Human  Service  Agencies  1  Rockinghajn  Child  and  Family  Services  $200. 00 j 
Greater  Rockingham  Community  Action  Center  $185»00;  and  Seacoast  Regional  Counsel- 
ing Center  $500.00.  Moved  by  Mary  Schneer,  seconded  and  voted  to  adopt  Article 
as  written. 

Article  I5  -  On  petition  of  Edward  M.  Matthews,  Jr.  and  nine  others  to  see  if  the 

town  will  vote  to  petition  the  Representatives  and  Senators  who  represent  the  Town 

in  the  General  Court  to  support  in  the  current  session  of  the  General  Court,  the 

concurrent  resolution  to  amend  the  State  Constitutibn  to  limit  the  annual  increase 

in  property  taxes  to  5%$   and  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in  spending  by  the 
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state  or  any  city,  town  or  other  governmental  unit  of  the  state  to  ^.  Mr.  Matthews 
explained  the  article  and  moved  its  eLCceptamce,  seconded  by  Dorothy  Evans.  Mr. 
Nixon  said  that  the  Selectmen  were  against  the  article  -  that  a  townknows  what  it 
WMits  to  spend.  Elwood  Flojii,  Dr.  Mixter  and  several  others  spoke  against  the 
sirticle.  The  moderator  called  for  the  vote  and  the  article  was  defeated. 

Article  16  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  five  thousand  dollars 
($5000.00)  from  the  Albert  H.  Varney  Bequest  for  laind  acquisition.  Margaret 
Plumer  said  that  the  bequest  was  for  acquisition  of  water  not  land.  Mr.  Rollins 
asked  about  changing  the  wording  of  the  article.  Mr.  Nixon  wondered  if  it  might 
be  amended.  The  moderator  didn't  feel  that  it  could  be  -  you  couldn't  change 
the  intent  of  the  article.   He  suggested  that  in  future  town  meetings  the 
Selectmen  try  to  have  town  counsel  present.   Mr.  Nixon  said  that  he  had  written 
the  article  and  so  no  blame  on  the  Water  Commissioners.  Motion  made  by  Mr. 
Swisher,  seconded  by  Margaret  Plumer,  that  the  aortic le  be  rejected  as  written. 
So  voted. 

Article  1?  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  restore  to  the  unappropriated 
balance  of  the  Albert  H,  Varney  Bequest^  balances  totaling  $5 » 68?. 68  from  appro- 
priations for  1973,  1976,  1977  and  I978  Exeter  Road  and  Hilton  Avenue-Depot  St. 
extensions c   Mr.  Rollins  said  he  would  like  to  reword  the  sirticle  as  follows  1 
To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Water  Extension  Committee  to  spend 
the  unspent  appropriations  for  1973f  1976,  1977  and  I978  for  extensions  in  the 
amount  of  $5*687.68  for  installation  of  piping  and  pump  at  the  new  well  location. 
Seconded  by  Reginald  Sharp.   The  moderator  felt  this  wording  would  be  all  right. 
He  asked  if  there  were  only  one  new  well.  Mr.  Rollins  replied  in  the  affirmative, 
and  said  that  specifically  it's  well  #5.   Several  other  questions  were  asked, 
and  the  article  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Article  18  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  take  by  Eminent 
Domain  proceedings^  an  easement  preventing  any  use  of  land  which  might  contamin- 
ate the  adjacent  wells  as  required  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollu-  . 
tion  Control  Commission.   Mr.  Nixon  said  that  the  article  wsis  recommended  by 
the  town  attorney  because  we  might  have  to  go  to  litigation  for  the  new  well. 
The  state  is  aisking  for  a  larger  buffer  zone  than  originally.  The  town  would  hate 
to  go  into  litigation  and  only  will  if  it  comes  to  that.   Mr,  Rollins  moved  that 
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the  article  "be  adopted,  and  it  was  seconded.  Many  questions  followed.  Dr,  Mixter 
questioned  wording  "as  required  by  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission". Mr.  Rollins  said  that  they  eire  primarily  interested  in  protecting  our 
water  supply,  and  many  things  have  to  "be  done  for  this  protection.  The  article 
was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted. 

Article  19  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make 
agreements  for  ambulance  service,  and  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  ajnbulance  service.  Selectman  Rumford  read  Article  15  from  the 
1979  town  report  asking  for  $2,026.00  for  the  EMT  Ambulance  Service  to  guarantee 
an  ambulaince  on  call.  This  eLrticle  was  turned  down.  On  August  first  a  letter 
was  received  from  EMT  stating  that  they  couldn't  give  emergency  ambulance  service 
to  the  towny  effective  the  date  of  the  letter.  Selectmen  contacted  Newmarket 
Ambulance  for  emergency  service.  They  were  willing  to  give  Newfields  emergency 
service  for  $750.00  a  year  but  Newfields  would  have  to  be  the  bill  collector. 
The  question  was  asked  if  the  town  intended  to  collect  from  the  individuals,  and 
the  answer  was  yes.  A  motion  was  made  by  Jared  Rumford  that  we  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $750.00  to  guarantee  emergency  ambulance  service  to  the  town 
of  Newfields  from  the  Newmarket  Amtulance  Corp.  Motion  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  20  -  To  hear  the  report  of  any  committee  heretofore  appointed,  and  pass 
ajiy  vote  relating  thereto.  Selectmen  said  there  were  no  reports  to  be  heard. 

Article  21  -  To  transax2t  any  other  business  that  may  come  before  this  meeting 

legally. 

Jared  Rumford  said  that  as  it  was  his  first  year  on  the  Boaurd  of  Select- 
men he  wished  to  extend  his  cooperation  to  the  citizens  of  Newfields,  some  of 
whom  he  contacts  regularly  and  to  thel  present  board  for  some  of  the  things  he 
has  learned;  and  he  extended  congratulations  to  Robert  Nixon  for  25  years  of 
service  to  the  town.  Mr.  Nixon  received  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Moved  by  Mary  Hallinan,  seconded  and  voted  that  the  minutes  of  the 
annual  town  meeting  be  published  in  next  year's  town  report. 

Dr.  Mixter  noted  that  every  year  we  have  several  legal  questions  come 
before  the  meeting,  and  he  felt  Selectmen  should  have  a  lawyer  present  to  answer 
same.   The  Moderator,  Paul  Cameron  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  for  the 
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Selectmen  to  present  the  entire  warrant  to  the  tovm  counsel  and  the  town  moder- 
ator "before  it  is  printed. 

Selectman  Robert  Nixon  spoke  relative  to  Keefe  Enviromental  Services, 
Glean  Community  Inc.  activities,  sanitary  land  fill  and  toxic  waste  disposal. 
Land  on  Cuba  Road  has  "been  offered  to  H  &  H  Septic  Service  for  dumping  tank 
material.  Newmarket  ajid  Newfields  have  been  working  on  this.  We  have  a  petition 
signed  by  7^  Newfields  residents  against  this  as  it  could  contaminate  the 
Piscassic  and.   Lamprey  Rivers.  Pictures  on  the  wall  bulletin  board  show  the  land 
to  be  considerably  less  than  ^  feet.  A  week  ago  Sunday  water  level  wasn't  k  ft. 
below  that  level.  New  Hampshire  has  no  strict  regulations  relative  to  this. 
N.H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  say  that  N.H.  is  a  victim;  it  being  a  rural 
community  and  close  by  such  conditions  -  and  our  regulations  "stink". 

The  LPG  cars  which  the  BSM   seem  to  be  parking  more  and  more  of.  We  have  had 
meetings  with  Public  Utilities  regarding  them,  and  articles  have  appeared  in 
various  papers  reporting  same.  Public  Utilities  feel  that  the  only  paper  report- 
ing these  meetings  accurately  was  the  Exeter  News  Letter.   We  have  petitioned 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  try  to  get  the  matter  straightened  out,  if 
possible. 

Norman  Rollins  asked  for  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Newfields  Fire  Dept. 
for  the  work  they  do,  and  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  townspeople  again  the 
wonderful  job  they  did  recently.  Ernest  Chick,  Fire  Chief,  said  that  thstnks 
should  also  be  extended  to  the  Mutual  Aid  as  he  felt  much  of  the  credit  was 
due  them.  He  further  stated  that  the  Fire  Dept.  did  have  a  serious  problem  on 
that  occasion  -  a  bam  was  lost,  but  at  least  three  houses  were  saved. 

As  the  town  meeting  wa^  being  taped  by  a  TV  Broadcasting  Company,  the 
Moderator,  Paul  Cameron,  said  that  he  hoped  t^iat  we  have  proved  to  the  Broad- 
casting people  that  we  are  a  typical  town  and  that  they  have  enjoyed  our  meeting. 

The  Moderator  then  a^ked  if  there  wa^  any  other  business  that  might  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.  There  seemed  none,  ajid  a  motion  wa^  made  and  seconded 
that  we  adjourn  the  business  meeting.  The  polls  would  stay  open  for  any  one 
wishing  to  vote.   The  motion  wa^  so  voted. 

After  every  one  that  wished  had  voted,  the  polls  were  closed.  The  ballots 
were  counted  ajid  the  results  were  as  follows »    I56  votes  were  cast.

Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  198l,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  February  l8,  I982.   As  a 
part  of  our  examination  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Towns'  system  of  internal  account- 
ing control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required 
by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   Under  these  standards  the  purpose  of  such 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature, 
timing  and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable  but  not  absolute 
assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  dis- 
position, and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial  statements 
and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.   The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recog- 
nizes that  the  cost  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the 
benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily 
requires  estimates  and  judgments  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering  the  potential 
effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  the  performance  of  most 
control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes 
of  judgment,  carelessness,  or  other  personal  factors.   Control  procedures  whose  effect- 
iveness depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion.   Similarly, 
control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by  management  with  respect  to  the 
estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the  preparation  of  financial  statements.   Further, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  sub- 
ject to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  con- 
ditions and  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  system  of  internal  accounting  control 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  I98I,  which  was  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the 
first  paragraph  above,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 
However,  such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  conditions  that  we  believe 
to  be  areas  that  should  be  improved  on.

GENERAL  FUND 


General  Fixed  Assets: 


The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  as  a  matter  of  policy. 
The  recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill  the  need  to  provide  for  physical,  dollar 
value  control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government  capital  expendi- 
tures over  the  years. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on 
an  annual  basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  total  cost  of  governmental  services  and 
evaluating  the  efficiency  of  programs. 

Dog  Permits: 

When  the  town  clerk  remits  her  proceeds  of  dog  permits  collected  to  the  treasurer, 
her  fee  of  50<^  per  tag  has  been  deducted. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  town  clerk  remit  the  total  amount  collected  for  each 
dog  permit.   The  treasurer  will  issue  a  check  to  the  town  clerk,  at  50<^  per  dog  per- 
mit issued  in  the  preceding  month. 

Investments: 

At  year-end  it  was  noted  that  large  amounts  of  unexpended  cash  was  left  in  the  check- 
ing account. 

It  is  suggested  that  any  large  amount  of  cash  be  invested  in  short-term  certificates 
of  deposit  or  repurchase  agreements.   This  would  enable  the  Town  to  maximize  interest 
and  strengthen  their  cash  flow  position.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department  recorded  thirty-one  (31)  answered  alarms  in  I98I 
with  an  outstanding  record  of  only  three  (3)  chimney  fires.   All  the 
sttrrounding  towns  have  "been  plagued  with  them.  The  people  in  our  town 
burning  wood  must  be  doing  a  good  job  keeping  their  chimneys  clean,  or  else 
they  have  been  very  lucky.   March,  with  high  winds,  is  a  very  bad  month  for 
chimney  fires.  The  best  way  to. prevent  a  chimney  fire  is  to  KEEP  THAT 
CHIMNEY  CLEAN. 

On  February  11,  I98I  the  Pimentel  barn  was  a  total  loss.  Investigation 
proved  it  to  be  caused  from  a  chimney  fire.  The  alarm  came  in  at  10t23  P.M. 
When  discovered  the  garage  section  of  the  bam,  housing  four  cars,  wcis  com- 
pletely involved  -  had  burned  out  one  door  and  was  rapidly  burning  on  the 
outside.  MUTUAL  AID  was  called  at  once.  Five  Departments  responded,  also 
M  S  2  UNIT.  Nine  pieces  of  eq[uipment  were  on  the  scene |  with  one  department 
standing  by  at  the  station.  A  two  story  ell,  part  of  the  main  house,  was 
attached  to  the  bam,  the  roof  of  which  ha^i  to  be  vented  because  of  the 
heat.  When  this  was  done,  the  men  were  able  to  get  in  with  the  hose  lines 
thus  preventing  the  fire  from  entering.  Outside  hose  lines  were  kept  on 
that  section  of  the  building  keeping  the  fire  from  burning  through.  During 
the  height  of  the  fire,  several  hose  lines  had  to  be  used  to  keep  water  on 
several  other  buildings.  If  any  one  of  those  other  buildings  got  started, 
there  could  have  been  a  vacant  lot  on  Madn  Street  as  far  as  the  Library. 
All  departments  and  their  fire  fighters  did  a  remarkable  job  containing  the 
fire  to  where  it  started.  All  clear  sounded  at  5tOO  A.M.  on  Fenruary  12. 
Without  MUTUAL  AID  we  would  have  been  in  a  lot  more  trouble. 

Many  years  ago  the  town  had  three  outsteuiding  fires  that  caused  a 
tremendous  loss  of  property.  One  was  on  the  site  where  Badger  Park  is  today { 
another  on  the  site  where  the  town  hall  sits  today,  and  the  other  the 
Machine  Shops  and  Foundry,  the  site  occupied  by  the  Newfields  Building  Corp. 
operated  by  Kingston  -  Warren  Corp.  This  town  and  other  towns  should  have 
a  feeling  of  security  knowing  they  are  backed  up  with  a  MUTUAL  AID  SYSTEM 
THAT  IS  ALWAYS  READ¥  when  needed.

REPORT  OP  COMMISSIONERS 


This  has  been  a  very  "busy  year  for  the  District  Officers.  Since  our  I98I 
District  Meeting  many  things  have  happened  which  we  shall  try  to  summarize 
in  this  report. 

The  final  plans  for  the  project  were  approved  by  all  State  and  Federal 
agencies.  In  early  spring  we  advertised  for  bids  for  construction  of  a  Treat- 
ment Plant,  two  pumping  stations  and  all  the  piping  in  the  district.  Both 
low  bids  came  in  from  the  same  Contractor,  Midway  Construction  Inc.  of  South 
Hampton,  N.H.,  and  were  awarded  to  them  on  May  15 »  1981  with  a  completion 
date  of  November  15»  1982.   As  of  this  report,  the  project  is  on  schedule 
and.  about  k<^  complete. 

At  this  time  the  Commissioners  would  like  to  apologize  to  all  Newfields 
residents  for  imy  inconveniences  that  they  may  have  been  caused  by  the  con- 
struction that  has  been  going  on  in  the  streets  of  the  district.  There  have 
been  some  rough  spots  and  holes  in  the  roads  that  have  been  repaired  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  contractor  was  notified.  Before  the  construction  is 
complete,  all  the  town  roads  in  the  District  that  have  been  sewered  will  be 
completely  resurfaced  from  curb  to  curb.  This  includes  Quinns  Court  and 
Herveys  Court  which  were  not  surfaced  prior  to  construction  of  sewers. 

At  the  present  time  the  Commissioners  are  in  the  process  of  drafting  a  set  of 
rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  Sewer  District.  These 
will  be  presented  to  the  district  residents  for  approval  before  they  are 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners.  We  are  also  writing  a  job  description  for  a 
treatment  plant  operator  who  will  be  hired  and  trained  during  the  final  four 
months  of  construction  of  the  Treatment  Plant. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  patience  during  last  years  construction.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Many  times  throughout  the  year  someone  may  ask,  "How  good  is  the  Newfields 
Elementary  School?"  The  answer  lies  in  a  number  of  things.   Last  year  at  this 
time  the  elementary  schools  were  undergoing  an  evaluation.   This  had  previously 
occurred  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.   I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  that 
the  Newfields  Elementary  School  received  a  very  high  rating  and  joins  a  select 
group  of  New  Hampshire  elementary  schools  to  fall  in  this  category. 

As  a  result  of  a  major  curriculum  study  last  year  a  new  science  program  is 
now  in  all  of  our  elementary  schools.   One  of  the  goals  of  science  education  is, 
in  addition  to  a  background  in  scientific  facts,  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  individ- 
uals so  they  can  use  science  inquiry  skills  in  their  own  lives  and  be  able  to  cope 
with  an  increasingly  technological  world  of  the  future.  We  hope  a  strong  elemen- 
tary science  program  will  foster  more  interest  in  high  school  science. 

There  are  two  types  of  testing  programs  given  which  verify  how  ell  our 
students  are  learning.   One  is  a  test  given  as  part  of  the  State  Accountability 
program.  We  are  now  able  to  compare  our  schools  with  others  in  the  Seacoast  Area, 
In  all  subject  areas  tested  we  score  as  high  and  in  most  cases  higher  than  those 
around  us.   On  the  national  tests  taken  recently  at  grades  2,  4  and  6  our  towns 
showed  scores  again  in  the  top  quarter  of  schools  in  the  country. 

A  review  of  Title  I  programs.  Staff  Development,  Special  Education  Services 
and  accreditation  at  both  the  high  school  and  junior  high  school  indicate  that 
an  "outside  evaluation"  group  sees  the  school  and  programs  as  excellent.   There 
were  many  commendations,  and  some  recommendations  as  well. 

Speaking  of  special  education,  even  in  a  small  district  like  Newfields  the 
financial  impact  is  felt.   Special  Education  programs  as  a  result  of  State  and 
Federal  Statutory  requirements  continue  to  cost  the  district  more  money  in  each 
budget  year«   In  82-83  a  larger  portion  of  tax  dollars  will  go  to  educating  the 
handicapped.   This  is  due  to  three  main  reasons,  the  federal  money  has  been  reduced, 
the  new  state  special  education  law  puts  a  larger  portion  of  the  financial  burden 
on  the  districts  and  thirdly,  there  appears  to  be  more  children  requiring  services. 
We  will  continue  to  investigate  ways  of  delivering  of  special  education  services 
at  lower  costs,  but  I  wish  to  alert  you  through  this  report  that  special  education 
services  are  expensive  and  we  are  somewhat  limited  by  law  in  reducing  these  costs. 

Beth  Stevens  has  done  an  excellent  job  as  both  an  instructor  and  principal 
of  the  Newfields  school.   She  has  some  comments  and  I'd  like  to  quote  them  here. 

"During  1981  the  Newfields  Elementary  School  continued  to  progress  at  a  high 
level  of  excellence.   The  enrollment  figure  for  Newfields  is  nearing  50  students. 
The  school  is  presently  grouped  into  three  units;  grade  1  &  2,  3  &  4,  and  5  &  6. 
Each  unit  has  one  full  time  teacher  with  the  exception  of  grades  5  &  6.   In  this 
unit  the  teaching  principal  is  responsible  for  the  morning  lessons  assisted  by  the 
full  time  teacher.   In  addition  to  the  full  time  staff,  an  art  and  music  teacher 
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instruct  the  children  one  day  a  week.   Other  key  personnel  include  a  part  time 
tutor,  two  aides,  a  nurse,  a  speech  therapist,  a  school  secretary  and  a  custodian. 
The  school  also  receives  services  from  various  SAU  #16  specialists. 

Again  this  school  year  the  Math  and  Reading  Series  is  based  on  a  Level  System. 
Each  student  is  being  instructed  at  his  individual  ability. 

During  1981,  a  SAU  #16  Curriculum  Study  Committee  was  formed.   Three  small 
committees  will  be  reviewing  the  present  report  card  system,  the  level  system  and 
the  reading  level  programs.   Upon  completion  of  the  committee's  work  the  inform- 
ation will  be  available  to  review. 

The  Newfields  residents  continue  to  be  an  added  bonus  to  the  schools  daily 
progress.   Volunteers  provide  many  services  such  as  library  management,  a  hot 
soup  program,  and  lunchroom  aides»   Their  continued  assistance  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  the  entire  staff," 

In  conclusion,  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  I'd  like  to  answer  the  question 
I  stated  at  the  beginning  of  this  report.   From  all  the  evidence  it  is  clear  to 
me  that  indeed  the  Newfields  Elementary  School  is  doing  an  excellent  job  with  the 
education  of  the  pupils.   Beth  Stevens  has  stated  it  well  in  her  report.  When 
everyone  works  together,  that's  parents,  citizens,  school  board,  staff  and 
central  office  administrators  it  can't  help  but  produce  an  atmosphere  which  en- 
hances the  education  of  our  pupils.   My  thanks  to  all  of  youl
